I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Animal  Report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  I96I0 

As  far  as  can  he  judged  from  vital  statistics,  the  health 
of  the  District  remained  satisfactory.  Deaths  showed  a decrease  of 
five  compared  with  the  previous  year,  and  again  outnumbered  births, 
v/hich  showed  a decrease  of  tivelve.  The  estimated  mid-i^ear  population 
in  1961,  a census  yecir,  shovred  a decrease  of  320,  Hecr’t  disease, 
vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system,  and  cancer,  in  that  order,  were 
once  again  at  the  head  of  the  list  of  causes  of  deo.th.  One  infant  death 
and  tliree  stillbirths  w'ere  recorded. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  vms  low.  No  cases  of 
diphtheria  or  poliomyelitis  were  notified.  Poliomyelitis  vaccination 
continued,  with  the  addition  of  a fourth  booster  injection  for  children  of 
primary  school  age. 

In  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban  District,  there  is 
little  new  to  report.  The  Council’s  consulting  engiieers  had  completed 
their  investigations  into  the  sewerage  and  sev/age  disposal  arrangements 
in  the  district  by  the  end  of  the  year,  but  had  not  then  presented  their 
final  report. 


In  the  field  of  food  hygiene,  the  return  to  popularity  of  the 
bulk  loose  type  of  ice-crean  once  more  gave  rise  to  problems  in  the  form  of 
unsatisfactory  bacteriological  reports  on  samples,  especially  at  the 
beginning  of  the  season.  In  all  cases,  except  one,  much  advisory  .work  in 
the  technique  of  dispensing  and  the  care  of  dispensers  etc.,  led  in  tine  to 
a satisfactory  situation.  In  the  exception,  no  improvement  was  effected, 
and  the  Council  ultimately  cancelled  the  registration  of  the  preniises. 

The  part-time  and  transitory  nature  of  employment  in  tlais  tra.de,  and  the 
brevity  of  the  season,  ma.ke  it  certain  that  the  lessons  v/ill  have  to  be 
taught,  and  learned  a.gain,  each  year, 

I must  express  my  thanks  to  Mr,  Dirrston,  the  Council's  Public 
Health  Inspector,  for  the  valuable  assistance  he  has  given  in  all  aspects 
of  our  vrark  and  in  the  preparation  of  this  report.  The  Council's  other 
Dcpiartments  have  continued  their  li/illing  co-operation,  I aia  grateful  to 
the  General  Practitioners  of  the  District  for  tlieir  continued  co-operation. 
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Once  again^  it  is  a pleasure  to  express  my  appreciation  of 
the  help  and  encouragement  1 have  received  from  the  Coimcil  and,  in 
particular,  from  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Public  Health  Cornaittee.

■Area  (in  acres)  4j294»  The  Urlan  District  of  Bude/Stratton  is  partly  a 
health  and  seaside  resort  aad  partly  agricultaral  in  character.  It  is 
hounded  at  its  western  extremity  by  the  Atlaiitic  Oceai,  the  coast~line  in 
this  particular  part  of  north  ComY/all  running  almost  due  north  and  south. 


Yifhilst  the  hinterland  is  undulating  aid  hilly  in  characterj  contour 
heights  seldom  rise  above  500  feet  and  tins  no  doubt  is  in  part  the 
e:qplanation  for  the  exceedingly  moderate  rainfall  figures  (average  annual 
rainfall  for  20  years  33»74'’)j  which  in  vieY,r  of  e :xposure  to  the  prevailing 
south  westerly  -SkQndSj  might  be  expected  to  be  considerably  higher. 

Population  - The  Registrar  General  has  estimated  the  popxilation  for  the 
mid-year  I96I  to  be  4? 910  com^^^ared  Yn.th  5?  230  in  the  previous  year.  In 
1961  there  were  66  births  and  85  deaths,  19  more  deaths  than  births. 

Deaths  - The  total  number  of  deaths  assigned  to  tlie  District  for  the  year 
was  85  compared  'with  90  in  I96O,  The  crude  dea.th  rate  based  on  tlie  mid- 
year popiilation  was  17*31  compared  with  17*20  in  the  previous  year.  The 
following  table  lias  been  compiled  for  comparison  v/ith  previous  years  ;

General  medical  services  xmder  Par*t  IV  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  194^>  are  provided  by  medical  practitioners  resident  in  the 
district,  and  in  adjoining  districts,  all  of  v/hom  undertalce  raater'nity 
medical  services. 

County  Council  Services 

I Health  Department.  The  County  Council  is  the  local  health 

authority  for  the  purposes  of  Part  III  of  the  National  Health 

Service  Act,  194^,  and  provides  the  foUovdng  services  in  the 

distru-ct 

(a)  Hidvifery  and  Home  N'ursin;^;*  Nurse-raidi.dves  are  provided  to 
attend  general  nursing  aiid  midnifery  cases  in  the  home, 

(b)  Health  Visiting.  The  nurse  midwives  act  also  as  health 
visitors  and  with  special  training  in  tbe  c ase  of  the  mother 
and  young  child,  are  available  to  give  advice  on  health  matters 
in  the  home  or  at  the  clinic.  They  act  also  as  school  nurses, 

(c)  Child  Welfare  Centre.  A fortnightly  Child  Welfare  Clinic  is 
held  at  the  Castle,  Bude, 

(d)  Dental  Clinic,  Priority  dental  treatment  for  expectant  and 
nursing  mothers  and  pre-school  children  is  available  at  the 
Dental  Clinic  held  at  the  Castle,  Bude, 

(e)  Vaccination  and  Immunisation.  Facilities  for  vaccination 
against  smallpox  and  nnraunisation  against  dix^htheria  and 
iThooping  cough  are  provided  at  the  Child  'Welfare  Clinic  or 
by  the  supply  of  materials  to  the  family  doctor.  Regular 
sessions  are  held  for  poliomyelitis  vaccination, 

(f)  Home  Help  Service,  Home  helps  are  employed  to  provide  domestic 
help  for  households  in  certain  circumstances,  a charge  beiig 
made  for  this  service  according  to  the  means  of  the  person 
concerned.

(a)  Those  parts  of  the  District  supplied  by  the  Council’s 

t/ater  Under t alcing . 

The  aaount  of  water  available  for  supply  continues  to  be 
satisfactory,  ox.dng  to  the  excellent  storage  capacity  of  the  Tamar  Lake 
Reservoir,  Notliing  ixas  yet  been  done,  however,  of  the  major  scheme  dravm 
up  in  1952,  to  overcome  the  restricted  facilities  for  filtration,  storage 
and  distribution.  Whilst  it  is  true  to  say  tliat  the  use  of  Leigh  and 
Hillhead  reservoirs,  as  booster  supiplies-,  during  the  periods  of  maximum 
drav/-off,  has  helped  considerably  to  stabilise  pressures,  the  position 
remains  unsatisfactory  in  the  higher  parts  of  the  distribution  area..  In 
fact,  the  situation  dixring  the  summer  months  in  regard  to  Poughill  caused 
concern  to  the  Council,  special  discussions  being  instigated,  as  a result  of 
which  special  meetings  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  were  convened.  At 
these  meetings  both  long  and  short-teira  policies  for  overcoming  the  lack 
of  pressure,  and  intermittent  supply  of  v/ater  at  the  higher  end  of  Poughill 
were  discussed.  As  a result  tv/o  decisions  were  reached 

(i)  Shoz’t  term  policy  - to  obtain  and  instal  a second  electric 

booster  at  Stratton,  in  order  ths.t  continuous  boosting  might  be  adopted 
during  the  summer  months;  one  plant  being  in  operation,  and  the  other 
resting  alternately.  In  tliis  way  it  is  hoped  to  mainta.in  sufficient 
pressure  to  provide  a.  continuous,  if  not  entirely  adequate  supx^ly,  to  those 
properties  at  that  tirxie  eq^eriencing  a shortage.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the 

ncT/V  plant  had  been  delivered  and  installed,  and  it  only  remained  for  the 
connections  to  be  mo-de.  The  syste^-i  should  therefore  be  cajDable  of  vrorking 
in  good  time  for  the  sunmer  season, 

(ii)  Long  term  policy  - to  implement  stage  t],u'’ee  of  the  scheme 
drawn  up  by  the  Engineer  in  1952,  that  is,  to  lay  a ne\j  4"  main  from 
Stamford  Hill  to  Inch’s  Shop,  and  at  that  point  instal  a borehole  well 
v/ith  submersible  pump;  and  build  a high  level  storage  reservoir  of 
40,000  gallons  at  Inch’s  Shop,  The  Engineer  received  instructions  to 
prepare  details  of  the  scheme  for  submission  to  the  Hiiistry,  approval  for 
•vhich  has  already  been  obtained  in  principle.  It  is  to  be  hojped  that  it 
v/ill  be  possible  to  coniplete  the  pjreliminaries  and  comraence  work  on  the 
scheme  v/ithout  undue  dela.y,  as  the  completion  of  the  'v/orks  will  undoubtedly 
obviate  fluctuating  and  inadequate  supplies  in  this  area. 

The  capacity  of  the  Taraar  Lake  to  suxoply  the  Area  v/as  not 
severely  tested  during  the  year,  V/hilst  rainfall  v/as  only  moderate,  it 
was  evenly  distributed  during  the  months  of  highest  deaiand,  aaid  although 
the  level  of  the  Lake  fell  belov/  the  level  of  the  overflow  v/eir,  at  no  time 
\/a3  there  any  occasion  for  anaciety.  The  fill  in  the  level  made  it  possible 
to  continue  the  rex^airs  to  the  overflo\/  vreir  which  v/ex'e  begun  in  19^0,  and 
those  were  satisfactorily  completed. 
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Rainfall  figures  for  June,  July  and  August,  I96I  were 
respectively  0.96",  I.46"  3eC)2'',  as  compared  with  1,32",  4»66" 

and  3«70''  for  June,  July  and  ATjgust,  I96O0 

(b)  Those  parts  of  the  adjoining  Rural  District  supplied  by 
the  Council’s  Water  Undertaking o 

Although  most  of  the  adjoining  Rural  District  is  now 
supplied  mth  water  by  the  North  Devon  V/ater  Board,  the  Council  continues 
to  maintain  a supply  to  the  parish  of  Marhamchurch  and  parts  of  Pounds  took 
parish*  The  supply  to  the  latter  is  augmented  by  bore-hole  v/ells, 
operated  by  the  private  Com.pany  directly  responsible,  but  a considerable 
amount  is  still  derived  from  the  Urban  Council's  Water  Undertalcing,  It 
is  understcod  that  an  application  was  made  for  these  parts  to  be  taken 
over  and  included  in  the  distribution  area  of  the  North  Devon  Water  Board; 
and  if  this  were  done  the  supjDly  to  the  Urban  District  woiiLd  imdoubtedly 
be  enhanced  considerably.  But  at  the  time  of  iwriting  no  progress  has  been 
made  v/ith  this  proiDosal, 

(c)  Those  parts  of  the  Urban  District  not  supplied  by  the 
Coimcil's  Water  Undertaking, 

It  is  not  an  economic  proposition  to  supply  the  more  scattered 
and  isolated  properties  in  the  District  v/ith  v/ater.  These  derive  their 
supply  in  a cases  from  bore-hole  wells,  vhich  provide  adequate  and 
bacteriologically  pure  water,  but  the  majority  of  private  supplies  are  from 
shallow  wells,  or  even  surface  springs,  which  are  very  uncertain,  both  in 
quantity  and  purity.  Modern  public  health  standards  demand  a pure  supply 
of  water  for  all  members  of  the  community.  This  is  borne  out  by 
Government  policy,  and  satisfaction  cannot  be  felt  whilst  conditions  such 
as  those  mentioned  above  exist  in  the  Urban  District,  One  particiiLar  area 
about  "ifiich  concern  must  be  felt  is  the  hamlet  of  Bush,  where  conditions  are, 
for  the  most  part,  very  unsatisfactory.  Whilst  the  Inch's  Sliop  scheme 
outlined  above  does  not  provide  for  a supply  of  wrater  to  Bush,  it  would  be 
a comparatively  simple  matter,  once  this  scheme  is  implemented,  to  provide  a 
main  supply  to  this  area.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Co'uncil  v/ill  bear  this 
fact  in  mind,  and  come  to  a decision  concerning  it  in  hie  foreseeable  future, 

A table  of  the  resiolts  of  bacteriological  analyses  of  the 
water  is  appended  belov/-.  Once  again  these  resiilts  have  been  satisfactory  in 
nearly  all  cases.

year,  but  their  final  report  had  not  then  been  received. 

Yforks  which  v/ere  carried  out  at  the  Stratton  Disposal  Works 
during  the  year  resulted  in  an  improvement  of  the  effluent.  Yifhat  has  been 
done  cannot  be  regarded  as  other  than  in  the  na.ture  of  a stop-gap,  and  does 
not  provide  a pemanent  solution  of  the  difficulties  e3q)erienced  here. 

The  Council's  consulting  engineers, however, have  included  these  vrorks  in 
their  survey. 

Regarding  the  Poundf ield/Stamford  Hill  area,  the  scheme 
for  the  sewerage  of  this  group  of  prox^erties  had  to  be  deleted  from  the 
annual  estimates.  Although  little  further  develojxient  has  talcen  place,  the 
omission  must  necessarily  be  regretted.  The  area  has  now  become  much  more 
urban  iai  character,  and  the  use  of  numerous  priva.te  cess-pits  and  seietic 
tanks  in  such  an  environment  cannot  be  held  to  be  satisfactory.  During  the 
year  the  proposed  development  of  a part  of  the  area  on  the  south-vrestern 
extremity  an  a small  estate  of  some  seven  bungalows  vra.s  approved.  No 
development  other  than  roads  and  services  had  occurred  by  the  end  of  the  year, 
and  fortunately  it  was  found  possible  to  connect  the  drainage  of  this  estate 
into  the  main  sev/er  near  the  access  lane  to  the  County'  secondary  School, 

PRETOTION  OF  DAIDAiS  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 » 

Until  recently,  the  Urban  District  had  for  some  time  enjoyed 
relative  irmaunity  from  rodent  infestation,  due  to  the  attentions  of  a 
skilled  and  conscientious  full-tiiiie  Operator,  As  mentioned  in  the  report 
for  i960,  the  Council  decided,  for  reasons  of  economy,  to  give  hiar 
additional  duties  for  the  summer  of  that  year,  involving  a considerable 
neglect  of  \/ork  in  his  o\Yn  ax^here  for  ax:)proxinately  three  months.  After 
the  surxicr  season,  the  economy  li/as  maintained  by  the  x'eduction  of  the 
Ojjerator's  working  week  from  five  to  four  days.  The  rapidity  v/ith  which 
the  rodent  j^opi-il^tion  mature  and  breed  is  such  that  the:3e  decisions  led  to 
a considerable  deterioration  in  the  former  satisfactory  position,  and  many 
large,  and  in  some  cases  major,  infestations  occurred  for  the  first  time  for 
mcUiy  ycajTS  . 
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Farms  and  Ixisiness  premises  coiold  not  receive  the  customary 
regular  survey  visits 5 v/hich  are  at  least  as  important  as  treatments  in 
checldng  infestations,  and  often  infestations  ¥/ere  v/ell  established 
before  a treatment  vfas  begun#  This  in  turn  affected  the  position  with 
regard  to  domestic  prox^erties*  It  must  be  repeated  that  the  value  of 
regular  surveys  in  i*odent  control  Ccuinot  be  over-emphasised;  this  is  a 
]point  “which  has  been  repeatedly  stressed  by  the  llinistry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food,  and  wiiich  has  been  amply  borne  out  in  practice. 

Quite  apart  from  the  public  health  aspect, it  is  very  doubtful  if  the 
economy  effected  v/as  as  great  as  vfas  intended.  Large  iiLTestations 
necessitated  the  use  of  considerably  more  materials,  and  involved  more 
travelling  by  the  O^Derator,  The  Public  Health  Corxiittee  were  made  aware, 
tov/ards  the  end  of  the  year,  of  the  unsatisfactory  jposition,  and  at  the 
December  meeting  it  vra.s  resolved,  after  discussion,  tliat  the  Operator  should 
revert,  at  least  tempiorarily,  to  a five  day  week*

Of  these  sites,  all  but  the  first  are  x^rovided  with  flush 
sanitation  and  main  water  supply^  The  first,  being  a very  small  site, 
only  just  coming  withun  the  purview  of  the  Act,  in  a conrpc-ratively 
isolated  area,  the  existing  chemical  closets  were  considered  sufficient. 

Of  the  remainder,  all  but  one  already  complied  v/ith  the  major  provisions 
of  the  L'linistry's  iiodel  Standards,  The  remaining  one  v/as  provided  with 
flush  sanitation,  but  the  sewage  was  received  into  a cesS“X3it,  and  the 
numbers  of  toilets  were  inadequate  for  the  size  of  the  site.  During  the 
year  proposals  were  submitted  for  additional  toilet  accommodation  for  this 
site,  v/ith  connection  to  the  main  sev/er.  Here  a technical  difficulty 
arose  regarding  the  question  of  levels 5 and  the  possibility  of  connection 
to  the  main  sewer*  At  the  time  of  writing  this  rex^ort  the  proxoosals  had 
not  been  put  in  hand,  but  it  is  hoped  that  they  will  be  conipleted  before 
the  beginning  of  another  holiday  season#  The  large  site  continued  to 
operate  on  a limited  scale,  but  the  preliminaries  arc  now  in  hand,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  the  work  will  be  completed  early  in  die  new  year. 


The  Operators  of  licensed  sites  are  extremely  co-operative 
and  standards  of  cleanliness  have  reraained  high.  Refuse  is  collected 
by  the  Council's  refuse  lorry^  at  the  times  of  collection  norraal  to  the 
respective  areas  of  the  sites.  In  addition  the  sites  have  fa.cilities  for 
burning  combustible  refuse. 


Ov/ing  to  the  corapara.tively  vret  suimaer  the  problera  of  casual 
campers  remained  sma3.1,  and  very  few  nuisances  ajrose. 

PUBLIC  CIEANSINC 


The  Corravall  County  Council  control  most  of  the  roads  in  the 
District,  but  the  v/ork  of  street  cleansing  is  carried  out  ma±nly  by  the 
staff  of  the  Urban  District  Council. 

The  method  of  disposal  by  controlled  tix^ping  lias  continued, 
and  the  present  tip  at  Tiscott  Wood  appears  to  have  ample  cajpacity  for 
some  time  to  come.  The  use  of  partial  incineration  has  again  been  found 
useful  in  the  reduction  of  combustible  refuse.  The  incinerator  is  sited 
on  the  Council's  property  at  the  1/Vharf,  Bude. 

The  existing  refuse  collection  vehicle  has  now  completed  10 
years  service,  and  early  in  the  year  consideration  was  given  to  securing 
a replacement  vehicle . It  v/as  considered  that  the  side  loading 

facilities  of  the  present  vehicle  were  'unsatisfactory,  due  to  the  escape 
of  dust  and  smel.ls,  vdien  the  sliding  lids  v/ere  opened,  and  the  bins  being 
emptied  into  the  open  vehicle.  Demonstrations  v/ere  arranged,  and  an  order 
eventually  placed  for  a ne\/  vehicle.  This  velxLcle  is  a Slielvoke  & Drewry 
"TW"  type,  16/18  cu.yd.  fore  and  aft  tipper,  povrcred  by  a Perkins  Six  305 
deisel  engine,  ec-.d  iiicorporating  a S and  D patented  power],n''ess,  and  air 
operated  hygienic  loading  shutters.  Not  only  -v'/ill  the  increased  capacity 
of  the  vehicle  jorovide  more  efficient  collection,  \7ith  fewer  journeys  be'tvTcen 
the  collection  area  and  the  refuse  tip,  but  the  patent  loading  shutters  vri.ll 
secure  dustless  and  hygienic  loading.  This  is  a considerable  advance  on 
pre'Tious  methods,  viiich  were  oi^en  to  serious  criticism,  particularly  during 
the  summer  months.  Delivery  of  the  new  vehicle  was  effected  just  after  the 
year  ended,  and  it  \'/as  inteiided  to  comraence  operation  at  an  early  date,

During  the  year  no  Council  houses  were  erected.  This  means 
that  no  major  schemes  of  slum  clearance  were  carried  out,  although 
individual  unfit  houses  were  dealt  v/ith,  and  tenants  x-elioused,  as  and 
when  alternative  accommodation  became  available. 

The  picture  with  regard  to  private  building  during  the  year 
was  that  more  houses  were  completed,  but  fevrer  v/ere  in  hand  at  the  end 
of  the  year.

During  the  year  the  ToYfli  Development  Map  was  due  for  review, 
and  the  Council  considered  recormaendations  from  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor, 
for  the  inclusion  of  additional  portions  of  land  ViTitliin  the  Development 
iirea.  As  a result  of  these  deliberations,  recommendations  vrere  forT/varded 
to  the  County  Planning  Authority  for  the  inclusion  of  a f\irther  43 *5  acres, 
to  be  scheduled  for  I’esidential  developraento  The  areas  recommended 
included  sites  at  Sfford/Lynstone  Road;  rear  of  IQngs  Hill;  extensions  to 
Ivillerton  and  Valley  Roads;  Stratton  - Hospital  Road;  Plexhury/Hollabiary; 
Coast  View  and  4cl,l  Plat,  Poughill,  In  considering  these  proxaosals,  the 
County  Planning  Authority  considerably  reduced  their  extent,  and  left,  for 
the  most  part,  ovJ.y  areas  of  considerable  acreage.  It  is  felt  that  small 
local  building  Tbrms  are  not  likely  to  undertake  the  develoj^ment  of 
relatively  largK  sites  vdiich  would  involve  them  in  considerable  capital 
expenditure,  v/i.th  considerable  delay  before  receiving  any  return  for  their 
outlay.  It  would  therefore  appear  that  if  development  on  any  scale  is  to 
continue,  it  will  be  incumbent  on  the  Council  to  xourchase  and  develop  the 
sites,  and  sell  plots  to  builders  as  required,

Inspections  and  advisory  visits  to  food  premises  form  an 
iir^ortant  part  of  the  y/orlc  of  the  Departnentj  in  an  area  viiose  main 
industry  is  the  tourist  industry,  Y/hilst  the  mlling  co-operation  of 
nearly  all  r.ianagement  staffs  has  been  secured,  in  jjroducing  and  maintaining 
hygienic  standards,  the  seasonal  nature  of  the  trade  presents  very  real 
difficulties.  In  spite  of  these,  hov/ever,  with  very  few  exceptions,  good 
standards  have  been  maintained,  and  verbal  and  informal  comment  have  been 
sufficient • It  is  unfortunate  that  the  transient  nature  of  the 
employment  of  catering  staffs  malces  any  effort  e.t  health  education 
extremely  difficult.  Due  to  the  pressijre  of  business  during  the  holiday 
season,  any  lectures  or  film  shows  would  have  to  be  arranged  for  the  winter 
months.  At  that  timie  of  the  year,  however,  those  a.ffected  are  engaged  in 
other  work,  or  have  left  the  District,  and  are  therefore  not  available  or 
have  lost  interest. 

Meat  Inspection. 

The  slaughterhouse  adjacent  to  the  Goods  Sidiiigs  at  Bude 
Railway  Station,  leased  and  operated  by  the  Bude  Wholesale  Meat  Company, 
remains  the  only  licensed  slaughterhouse  in  the  District,  y/hich  fact 
greatly  facilitates  the  efficient  performance  of  meat  inspection  and 
general  supervision*  In  I96O,  the  proposals  to  extend  and  provide  proper 
facilities  to  the  slauh'tei^house  were  put  in  handj  and  by  the  "Appointed 
Day"  under  the  Slaughterhouses  (Apxoointed  Day)Order,  naimely  1st  April, I96I, 
y^’ere  conipleted  in  respect  of  structural  alterations,  yd.th  the  exception  of 
isolation  lairage  and  of  other  matters  w'ith  the  exception  of  drinking  troughs 
and  feeding  racks  in  the  lairage.  The  outstanding  items  were  completed, 
and  the  final  inspection  of  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer  of  the  Ministry 
of^Ygriculture,  Fisheries  & Food  made,  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  slaughterhouse  noy/  comprises  a slaughterhall  34  ft  x 19  ft., 
yd-th  extension  22'  6"  x 10'  6"  for  pig  slaughter,  containing  a stunning  pen 
for  cattle,  sey)arate  entrance  for  ]pigs  aixL  sheep,  and  a hog-master  with 
electric  hoist  and  running  gear  for  pigsj  a cooling  room  35'  9”  x 19' 6"  with 
new  overhead  running  gear  and  offal  rails.  In  addition,  there  have  been 
X^rovided  an  office,  detained  meat  and  condemned  meat  rooms,  gut  room, hide 
room,  st£i.ff  room  and  additional  toilets.  All  blood  is  drained  to  a blood 
X:>it  and  removed  by  a contractor  every  7 to  10  days  for  disxaosal  elsewhere. 
The  remainder  of  the  drainage  and  floor  washings  pass  through  a plant 
designed  by  a fim  of  consulting  engineers,  and  the  final  effluent  is 
pur;pjed  to  the  main  se\yer,  . Before  the  end  of  the  year  additional  facilities 
had  been  x^rovided.  , These  v/ere^ 

(a)  A gut  cleanjng  machine  for  treatment  of  small  intestines. 

An  offensive  trade  licence  had  been  ax:)X)liGd  for  and  granted  in  respect  of 
this  niachine,  and  it  is  hoped  that  it.  will  obviate  the  nuisance  caused  by 
the  old  methiod  of  hand  cleaning,  x>G.rticularly  during  the  warmer  months  of 
the  year,  .... 
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refi-igeration  room  some  10'  x 18'  added  on  the  vilest  side 
of  the  haiiging  and  coolnjig  room.  The  plant  installed  in  this  room  is  such 
tliat  it  can  he  used  either  for  noxmal  refrigeration ^ or  for  deep  freeze 
storage.  It  will^  therefore,  not  only  provide  valuable  additional  storage 
space,  which  t^tus  required,  but  v/iLl  also  be  capable  of  being  used  to  treat 
any  cases  of  cysticercosis  v/hich  are  found. 

As  the  structural  alterations  were  completed,  and  additions 
^de  to  the  number  of  staff,  the  throughput  increased  progressively  through 
the  year,  the  highest  monthly  figure  being  4,^61  anhmls  slaughtered  in 
October.  The  increase  was  relatively  very  much  higher  for  cattle  and  pigs 
which  anamals  require  more  careful  and  detailed  inspection  than  sheep; 
consequently^  the  amount  of  time  spent  on  meat  inspection  was  necessarily  much 
more,  and  involved  an  increased  proportion  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector's 
^7orklng  day , and  much  work  outside  normal  \TOrking  hours, particularly  at 
weekends.  Only  because  of  this,  has  complete  inspection  been  maintained, 
ine  figures  for  the  year  do  not  show  the  fUll  potential,  as  the  first  half  of 
toe  ye^  was  restricted  due  to  the  structural  alterations,  etc.  The  total

only  one  case  of  tuberculosis  to  cows  was  discovered, 
and  t ns  was  m a Icnown  reactor.  The  position  with  regard  to  the  disease  to 
pigs  was  nox  so  satisfactory,  an  increase  to  the  tocidoace  being  recorded,  but 
tnis^is  doubtxess  partly  explained  by  the  considerably  increased  throughput 
oi  pigs.  iotal  condemnation  v^as  necessary  only  to  the  case  of  one  pig. 

. number  of  cows  totally  condemned  for  diseases  other  than 
toberculosis  and  cysticercosis  remained  rather  high;  this  is  exialatoed  by 
toe  lact  that  old  cows  are  now  accepted  for  toe  boning  trade,  and  many  are 
^ a poor  conditiqn  v^hen  admitted.  The  apparent  rise  in  the  incidence  of 
tosease  ^ somewhat  artificial,  owing  to  the  very  small  numbers  betog 
ugntered.  ihe  too  calves  tottoly  condemned  were  casualty  admissions.  One 
con  erne  or  umbilical  pyaemia,  and  the  other  was  moribund  on  admission; 

In  general,  sheep  were  very  healthy,  and,  surpristogly,  the  comparatively 
wet  summer  appeared  to  have  relatively  little  adverse  effect.  Although  a 

^neralised  oedem  and  emaciation,  associated 
^tn  cirrhotic  livers,  tne  percentage  of  the  total  was  lower  than  might  have 
been  expected.  ^ 
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The  incidence  of  cysticercus  hovis,  both  in  cov/s  and  other 
cattle,  was  relatively  high.  This  is  somewhat  surprising  at  a thne  vdien 
nationally  the  incidence  appears  to  be  falling,  and  no  logical  explanation 
can  be  offered. 

Disposal  of  condemned  meat  and  other  foods. 


Condemned  meat,  both  from  the  slaughterhouse  and  butchers' 
shops,  is  removed  by  a contractor,  v;ho  sterilises  and  i^rocesses  it,  and 
converts  it  into  animal  feeding  stuffs. 


Tinned  and  sinilar  goods  are  taken  to  the  Council's  refuse  tip 

and  buried, 

Ice-creajn  (Heat  Treamnent)  Regulations,  1939 « 

There  are  40  ioe-crearii  dealers  in  the  District  whose  premises 
are  registered.  Of  these  32  retail  the  product,  and  8 do  not  at  the 
moment.  There  are  no  manxifacturer-re tailors  in  the  District,  all  the 
ice-cream  on  retail  sale  being  the  products  of  the  multiple  manufacturers. 

On  saiupling  ,the  v/rapped  variety  has  maintained  a high  standard  throughout, 
but  trouble  lias  again  been  experienced  with  the  bulk  loose  type.  At  the 
beginning  of  the  season,  many  samples  of  tliis  type  of  the  product  produced 
unsatisfactory  results,  necessitating  inspection  and  advisory  visits,  and 
re^jetition  of  sampling.  Ultimately,  completely  satisfactory  results  v/ere 
obtained,  once  a satisfactory  routine  of  handling  and  s terilisation  of 
utensils  had  been  established.  Unfortunately,  one  exception  occurred.  In 
this  instance,  the  premises  were  unsatisfactory,  and  consistently  bad 
results  of  samples  were  recorded.  The  matter  ii^as  reported  to  the  Public 
Health  Committee,  action  was  taken  under  Section  19  of  the  Pood  and  Drugs 
Act,  1955}  the  registration  of  the  premises  cancelled. 

The  nuraber  of  saraples  taken  during  the  season  v/as  again  high, 
and,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  it  was  necessary  to  concentrate  on  the  less 
satisfactory  traders  in  general,  and  the  one  mentioned  above  in  particular, 
the  table  ap^oended  below  caai  be  regarded  as  reasonably  satisfactory.

The  infectious  diseases  which  are  statutorily  notifiable  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  are  the  following  Smallpox,  Cholera, 

Diphtiiex'ia,  Merabranous  Group,  Erysi]pelas,  Scarlet  Pever,  Typhus  Fever, 

Typhoid  Pever,  Paratyphoid  Pever,  Ptelapsing  fever,  Plague Poliomyelitis, 
Tuberculosis,  Malaria,  Dysentery,  Inieiperal  pjurexia,  Oiahthahiiia 
Neonatoruia,  Acute  prDiiary  pneuraonia.,  Acute  influenzal  pneumonia.,  iThooping 
cough.  Measles,  Acute  encephalitis,  iieningococcal  infection.  Anthrax 
and  Pood  Poisonnig, 

In  cases  of  infectious  disease,'  prelimMiaJiy  investigations  are 
carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  vvhen  advice  is  given 
regarding  cuirent  disinfection,  segregation  of  contacts,  etc.  Terminal 
disinfection,  when  necessary,  is  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Public  Health  Inspector, 

The  monthly  incidence  of  infectious  disease  is  shoiwu  in  Table  III, 

Smallpox  - No  case  was  notified  during  the  year,  Di  the  course  of  wrhich 
24  primary  vaccina-tions  and  18  re-vacc®iations  were  carried  out. 

Diphtheria.  - No  case  was  notified  during  the  year,  Da  which  53  children 
received  a complete  course  of  primary  immunisation  against  the  disease, 
the  triple  antigen  a.gaiiist  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  being 
used  ®i  almost  all  instances. 

Measles  - I6  cases  of  this  infection  were  notified  during  the  year,  nine 
of  these  occurring  in  Januar^^  and  February,  It  will  be  recalled  that 
99  cases  had  occurred  in  November  aid  December,  I96O, 

'./hooping  Gouph  - ®v7o  cases  \rox*e  notified  ®i  19 6I. 

Poliomyelit is  - No  cases  of  this  disease  iTore  notified  during  the  year. 

Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  continued,  I50  persons  receiving 
a course  of  ti/o  injections.  Since  the  beginning  of  the  scheme  in  195^, 
a total  of  1380  persons  ®i  the  district  ha.d  received  the  primary  course  of 
vaccination  and,  of  these,  1137  had  also  liad  their  third  mijection. 

During  the  year,  a fourth  booster  injection  v/as  introduced  for 
children  in  the  age  group  5 “ 12  yeax-s.  The  majority  of  these  children 
had  received  this  injection  at  school  before  the  beginnmig  of  the  simmer 
holidays,  A shortage  of  vaccine  wliich  occurred  later  in  tlie  year  led  to  a 
temporary  discontinuation  of  tiiese  fouidh  injections,  the  available  vaccine 
being  reserved  for  the  corajjletion  of  courses  of  vaccination  already  started.

OTHER  DISE.AS1]S 

Cancer  of  the  Lung. 

During  I96I,  out  of  a total  of  8 deaths  from  all  forms  of  cancer, 
the  deaths  of  tirree  males  and  one  female  were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung. 

Tills  brings  the  total  of  deaths  from  this  cause  in  the  district  from  1949 
to  19  male  and  7 female  deaths,.  During  the  same  period,  there  have  been 
75  male  and  80  female  deaths  from  all  forms  of  cancer. 

The  recent  report  of  the-  Royal  College  of  Physicians  on  smoking 
and  lung  cancer  han  amply  confirmed  the  previous  findings  on  the  subject. 

The  publicity  given  to  ttiis,  report  on  its  publication  produced  a considerable 
impact,  and  there  can  no\r  be  few  members  of  the  adult  public  who  can  be. 
ignorant  of  the  connection  bekween  smoking  and  cancer  of  the  lung.
